Ax interesting debate took place in the 
Straita Legislative Council n short time ago, 
ona motion for the appointment of a Com- 
mission for the purpose of enquiring into the 
working of the Bankruptcy Ordinance, and 
to report in what manner it can be amanded, 
botter to meet the requirements of the Set- 
tlements; also to consider ‘the question re. 
lating -to registration of trading co-partner- 
ahips, and whether it is desirable to legislate 
forthat end. Both the subjects on which 
inquiry isto be made “by this Commission 
charve attracted much attention in, Hongkong, 
the law here being as unsatistactory as it is 
at Singapore. It may be remembered that 
in 1881 the late Mr. Swowpen, then Actiby 
Chief Justice, asked in the Legislative Coun- 
cil for the appointment of w Comwission of 
inquiry as to the working of the Bankruptcy 
law, a request with which Sir Joan Por 
Henwxssy refused to comply on the ground 
that the time of the members of Council was 
then occupied with Commisgicns on other 
subjects. Mr, T. OC. Harntar, 109, while 
occupy my fora shart time a seat in the Le. 
gislaive Souncil during Governor Hen. 
Nexgsy’s term of office, asked for returns of 
the bankruptey business of the. Supreme 
Cont. The Governor promised that the re- 
turos sbould be supplied, but they’ were 
nover fortbooming, We do not, how- 
ever, require any official returos-or the 


- report of any Commission of Inquiry to 


show that the existing law is in a very un: 
satisfactory state, The common experience 
of all business men is sufficient evidence on 
that point.

“In a formor debate jn the Singapore Legis- 
lative Council the AuditerGonoral is ro- 
ported to have said: —‘Tho tendency of 
legislation’ in modorn times jis to limit the 
power of creditor over debtor, and ag it is, 
the result is, net that.so mach injustice is 
done to the creditor, but that credit id re- 
strained, and so much the more the average 
population is kept free from debt,” Mr. 
Snenronp, who introduced the motion for 
the appointment of a Commission the other 
day, quoted these romarka, with the object 
of refuting the opinion they express by show- 
ing that. the tendency of the existing bani= 
ruptey legislation baa bot bad the effect anti- 
cipated. It bas inercarced the tendency to 
fraud, but bas ‘not diminished the tendency 
to got into debt. The credit syatom must 
entor largely into mercantile. transactions, 
and the, clause permitting’ bankrupts 
to be adjudicated on their own petitions has 
opened the door wider than before for fraudu- 
lent evasions. “In former times,” said Mr. 
BAELFORD, “it was a question with the cradi- 
tors whether or not a man who failed should 
be put into bankruptoy, and they thua re- 
tained some little hold upon bim. 4 debtor 
who wishes to defraud his creditors paves 
tha way for bis operations’ transfers bis pro- 
perty, rémits hig cash; and now-a-days the 
firat onnouncament to his creditors of his 
position is a notification in the Government 
Gasctte, or in the local newspapers, that bo’ 
his filed bis petition in the Court, and that 
the first general meeting of creditors will be 
held on sucb-and-such a date. Than ensues 
a very tedious process, with which the ma- 
jority of us are unfortunately acquaintod.” 
The hon. gentleman furthar said:— Tho 
principle of discouraging credit by offeriag 
facilities to debtors is in the mother-country 
abandoned as hopeless, Credit, may still be 
discouraged, or kept within bounda, by wore 
stringent provisions and gcoater coutrol over 
debtors. Under the English Act you have 
provisions for over-trading, by which a man 
varrying on business after his eapital is cx- 
hauxted is liable to puniahment—a provision 
which appears neceusdry, not only with re- 
gard to natives, bat also to European firma, 
of one or two of which I have had somo lit- 
ue knowledge in liquidating. There is also 
grenter difficulty and penalty with regard to 
discharge. At present a bankrupt cares lit- 
tlo—enres ‘not at all—whether he receives 
his discharge.” Sir Tuomas ‘SipaRraves 
warnly sipported Mr, Sxznrorp's: wotion,, 
and in the course of bis remarks quoted the 
following quaint languago from, the Act of 
34 and 35 Henex VIII. which is directed 
against debtors “ who, craftily obtaining into 
their bands great substanca of other men’s 
goods, do suddenly flee to parte unknown or 
keep their houses, not minding to pay, or 
return to pay, any of their areditora their 
debis and duties, but at their own wills and 
wares consume the substanes, obtained 
by credit frum other men for their pleasure 
and delicate living, against all reason, equity, 
and good conscience.” ‘Sir UHomas Srp: 
onnaves.iv of opinion that the present law 
in the Straits Settlements—and bis remarks 
would apply equally well to Hongkong— 
pluces a vory strong temptation to evade 
their liabilities in the way of tradera whose 
ideas of commercisl morality are snot very 
oxalted” © When a trader finds that instead 
of paying o dollar when be owes 4 dollar be 
neod only pay 20 canta and keep the reat for 
hinwelf, wud every opportunity is afforded 
him for doing go, it is absurd to expect that 
he will not take advantage of it.”
